It dishonors the American people 
by repudiating a solemn pledge made in 
their behalf by the commanding general 
of our army, which the Puerto Ricans 
welcomed to a peaceful and an resisted 
occupation of their land. 
It doomed to 
poverty and distress a people whose 
helplessness appeals with peculiar force 
to jnstice and magnanimity. 
In this 
the first act of its imperialism^ pro­ 
gramme the Republican party seeks to 
commit the United States to a colonial 
policy inconsistent with republican insti­ 
tutions and condemned by the supreme 
court in numerous decisions. 
We demand the prompt and honest 
fulfillment of our pledges to the Cuban 
people and the world that the United 
States has no disposition nor intention 
to exercise sovereign jurisdiction or con­ 
trol over the island of Cuba, except for 
its pacification. 
The war ended nearly 
two years ago, profound peace reigns 
over all the island, and still the admin­ 
istration keeps the government of the 
island from its people, while Republican 
carpetbag officials plunder its revenues 
and exploit the colonial theory to the 
disgrace of the American people. 
We condemn aud denounce the Phil­ 
ippine policy of the present administra­ 
tion. 
It has involved the republic un­ 
necessarily in war. sacrificed tile lives 
of many of our noblest sons aud placed 
the United States, previously kuown aud 
applauded throughout the world as the 
champion of freedom in the false and 
unamerican position of crushing with 
terrible force the efforts of our former 
allies to achieve liberty and selfgovern­ 
ment. 
I he Filipinos cannot be citizens 
without endangering our civilization; 
they cannot be subjects without imperil­ 
ing our form of government, aud as we 
are not willing to surrender our civiliza­ 
tion or to convert the republic into an 
empire, we favor an immediate declara­ 
tion of the nations purpose to give the 
Filipinos first a stable form of govern­ 
ment, second independence and third 
protection 
from outside interference, 
such as has been given for nearly a cen­ 
tury to the republics of South and Cen­ 
tral America. 
The greedy commercialism 
which 
dictated tile Philippine policy of the 
Republican administration attempts to 
justify it with the pica that it will pay, 
but even this sordid and unworthy plea 
fails when brought to the test of facts. 
The war of “criminal aggression”against 
the Filipinos, entailing an annual ex­ 
pense of many millions, has already 
cost more than any possible profit that 
| could accrue from the entire trade for 
I years to come. 
Furthermore, when 


I trade is extended at the expense of lib­ 
erty the price is always too high. 
We 
are nut opposed to territorial expansion 
\\ hen it takes in desirable territory 
which can be erected into states in the 
Union and those people willing and fit 
to become American citizens. 
We favor trade expansion by every 
peaceful and legitimate means, but we 
are unalterably opposed to the seizing 
or purchasing of distant islands to be 
governed outside the constitution and 
whose people can never become citizens. 
We are in favor of extending the re­ 
public’s influence among the nations, 
but believe that influence should be ex­ 
tended not by force and violence, but 
through the persuasive power of a high 
aud honorable example. 
I I he importance of other questions 
now pending before the American peo­ 
ple is in no wise diminished and the 
Democratic party takes no backward 
step from its position on them, but the 
burning issue of imperialism growing 
out of the Spanish war involving the 


citizen* have fled from in Europe. 
It, 
will impose upon our peaisi loving people 
a large standing army and unnecessary 
burden of taxation and a constant me­ 
nace to their liberties. A small standing 
army and a well disciplined state mili­ 
tia are amply sufficient in time of peace. 
This republic has no place for a vast 
military service and conscription. When 
the nation it in danger the Volunteer sol 
dier is his country’s best defender. 
The 
national guard of the United States 
should ever lie cherished in the jintriotio 
hearts of a froe people. 
Such organiza­ 
tions are ever an element of strength 
and safety. 
For the first time in our 
history and coevil with tho Philippine 
conquest has thoro been a wholesale de­ 
parture from our time-honored and ap­ 
proved system of volunteerorganizfttion. 
We denounce it as unamerican, tradein- 
ocratic and nnrcpnblican and as a sub­ 
version of ancient aud fixed principles 
of a free people. 
Private monopolies are indefensible 
ami intolerable. 
They destroy comjieti- 
Mon, control the price of all material 
and of the finished product, thus rob­ 
bing both the producer aud the consum­ 
er. 
They lessen the employment of la­ 
bor. and arbitrarily fix the terms and 
conditions thereof and deprive individ­ 
ual energy and small capital of their op­ 
portunity for betterment. 
They are the most efficient means yet J 
devised for appropriating the fruits of 
industry to the benefit of the few at the 
expense of the many, and unless their 
Insatiate greed is checked all wealth 
will be aggregated in a few hauda and 
the republic destroyed. 
The dishonest paltering with the tr^st 
evil by the Republican jiarty in state 
and national platforms is conclusive 
proof 
of 
the 
truth of th© charge 
that trusts an* tho legitimate product of 
Republican policies, that they are foe- 
tered by the Republican administration 
in return for campaign subscriptions 
and political support. 
We pledge the Democratic party to an 
unceasing warfare in nation, state and 
city against private monopoly iu every 
form. 
Existing laws against 
trusts 
must be enforced and more stringent 
ones must be enacted, providing for pub­ 
licity as to the affairs of corporations 
engaged in interstate commerce and re­ 
quiring all corporations to show before 
doing business outside of the state in 
their origin that they have no water in 
their stock aud that they have not at­ 
tempted aud are not attempting to 
monopolize any branch of busiuess or 
the production of any article of mer­ 
chandise aud the whole power of con­ 
gress over interstate commerce, tho 
mails aud all modes of interstate com­ 
munication shall be exercised by the en­ 
actment of comprehensible laws upon 
the subject of trusts.

'I he nomination came at the culmina­ 
tion of a f renzied demonstration in honor 
of the party leader, lasting 27 minutes 
and giving utterance to all the pentup 
emotions of the vast multitude 
It fbi- 
lowed also a fierce struggle for 36 hours 
concerning the platform declaration of 
silver and the relative position which 
the silver question is to maintain to the 
other great issues of the day. 
Early in the day there had been tedi­ 
ous delays duo to tin1 inability of the , 
platform committee to reconcile their 
differences and present a report. 
Until 
this was ready the convention managers 
beguiled the time by patting forward 
speakers of more or less prominence to 
keep the vast audience from becoming 
restless. 
The first session, beginning at 
10 a iii was generally fruitless of re­ 
sults, and it was not until late iii the 
afternoon when the second session had 
begun that tho platform committee was 
at last able to report, nu agreement. 
Already ifs main features, embodying 
the 16 to I principle had become known 
to the delegates and there was little 
delay in giving its unanimous approval. 
This removed the last chance for an open 
rupture on the question of principles and 
left the way clear for tho supreme 
event of the day—the domination of the 
presidential candidate. 
The vast auditorium was filled to its 
utmost capacity when tho moment ar 
rived for the nomination to be made 
Not only were the usual facilities afford- 
ed by tickets taxed to their utmost, bat 
the doorkeepers were given liberal in­ 
structions under which the aisles aud 
areas and a1! available spaces were pack­ 
ed to their fullest limit.

yielded in place at the head of the list 
to Nebraska and Willis D. Oldham of 
thin wtate made his way to tho platform 
to place Mr. Bryan in nomination. The 
orator was strong voiced and entertain­ 
ing and yet to the w aiting delegates aud 
spectators there was but one point to his 
speech and that was the stirring perora­ 
tion which closed w ith the name of \V. 
J. Bryan. 
This was the signal for the 
demonstration of the day, and in a com­ 
mon purpose the great concour.se joined 
in a tribute of enthusiastic devotion to 
the party leader. 


A huge oil portrait of Bryan, measur­ 
ing 15 feet across, was brought down 
the main aisle beforo tho delegates. 
At j 
the same time the standards of the state ' 
delegations were torn from their sockets 
and waved on high, while umbrellas of 
red and blue, silk banners of the sev­ 
eral states and many handsome aud 
unique transparencies were borne about 
the building amid the deafening clamor 
of 20,000 yelling, gesticulating men and 
women.

waii, through its native delegate, John 
H. Wise, made its fir it seconding speech 
in a Democratic national convention and 
finally a sweet voiced and pleasant faced 
woman alternate from U tah seconded 
the nomination of Mr. Bryan in behalf 
of the state of Utah. 
Then came the voting, state after state 
recording its vote in behalf of tlw* Ne­ 
braska candidate and giving him tho 
unanimous votes of the states and terri 
tories. 
The convention managers had 
already agreed that this was sufficient 
work for the day and the vice presiden­ 
tial nomination was allowed to go over 
One of the stiring events of the day 
was the appearance of Webster Davis, 
formerly assistant secretary of the in­ 
terior under McKinley’s administration, 
in a sprech severely arraigning the Re­ 
publican party for its lack of sympathy 
for the Boers aud formerly announcing 
his allegiance to the Democratic party. I
